patted cut b y circus employes and 
the b ird was captured b y trainers. 
An eye-witness counted 30 c ar­ 
cases lying amid the emb ers of the 
menauerie grounds and 20 others, 
their pelts 
charred, lying in their 
cages. 
Loss Will Be High 
At thet tim e the Are was under 
control, although straw in the tent 
still was sim ldering. 
No official 
estimate of the dam age was im­ 
mediately availab le, b ut the loss was 
r>elifud to amount to tens of thous­ 
and of dollars.

of the m ilitary co mmissio n which 
tried eight Nazis on charges of 
entering 
the 
United 
S tates 
for 
sab otage activities. 
There was no indication tha t Mr. 
Roosevelt's decision on the recom ­ 
m endations of the commission would 
come today, inasm uch as he had a 
tall 
stack 
of 
docum ents 
to 
go 
through. 
To provide nmple tim e for this, 
he scheduled only a late afternoon 
press conference, a 
late m eeting 
with Elm er Davis, director of the 
Office of W ar Inform ation, and an 
engagem ent earlier to b estow a con­ 
gressional medal of honor 
011 Lieu­ 
tenant John B. Bulkeley, the tor­ 
pedo b oat expert who took G eneral 
Douglas M acA rthur and high Fili­ 
pino officials to A ustralia. 
The commission held a tw o-m in­ 
ute form al session yesterday then 
adjourned to m eet a t the call of 
the President. 
There was im m ediate speculation 
this m eant the commission would 
meet to sign death w arrants for a t 
least seven of the accused if the 
President approved the findings. 
A conclusion tha t some, if not all, 
cf the Nazis had b een convicted, 
was 
the 
comm ission’s 
statem ent 
“the commission 
announced 
tha t 
the findings and sentence will not 
b e announced b y it.” The use of 
the word “sentence" definitely indi­ 
cated there had b een convictions.

In 10 sec­ 
onds the folded rub b er raft b los­ 
soms into a six-foot orange b oat 
resem bling a huge oval doughnut 
b ut. w ith a floor in the center. 
Attached are a sea anchor to pre­ 
vent drift, which can b e used as e 
b ailing b ucket, two wire-stiffened 
paddles ab out the size of those used 
in tab le tennis b ut with straps for 
the hands, a canteen of w ater and 
two days' rations in a waterproof 
tin.

Lindb ergh occupied the witness 
chair only fifteen m inutes. He was 
not cross examined b y the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
After he left the stand the trial 
of tir* former silver shirt leader 
and two associates, accused of in­ 
terfering with the war effort b y 
•he pub lication of seditious state ­ 
m ents, was adjourned until tom or­

PLAYING GERMANY’S GAME 
German Ingenuity in the lethal arts reached its 
climax in the submarine campaign of World war I, 
most successful of all strokes of strategy. 
With 
a 
loss of about 200 raiders, the Germans sank at least 
6 400 ships—more than 
11,000,000 tons of desperately 
needed cargo capacity. 
To give special significance 
to that totul, it happens to be about the same as 
the merchant tonnage of

United States when 
World war I started. 
To be sure, when World war I ended Great Britain 
and the United States a t enormous expense had de­ 
veloped a convoy system that made submarine raid­ 
ing extremely hazardous.

The colonists 
were awed by the snowy semi-circle 
cf Chugach and Talkeetna moun­ 
tains around their new home. The 
town of Matanuska actually was n$ 
town at all. only a weatherbeaten 
lailroad station. 
The story of what happened in 
the succeeding months of 1935 and 
1936 has become an Alaskan legend 
and has been retold 
outside 
the 
territory—with varying coloring.

The 
indisputable 
facts 
are 
strange enough. Colonists lived idly 
in tents while paid workmen built 
their nomes. A commissary was set 
up and proceeded to give almost 
unlimited 
credit

stored in the open 
before 
there 
was a cow in the valley. Carloads

The co-op, with a capital loan

A new colonist ordinarily must 
rent a corporation farm for a year 
at $25 to $35 a month If at the 
end of that period he has satisfied 
the corporation 
directors 
of his 
ability and intent, he is allowed to 
begin purchase on a 30-year con­ 
tract. receiving credit 
for 
about 
two-fifths of the first year’s rental. 
He can buy without first renting 
if he has a substantial down pay­ 
ment. 
All this ls contingent just now 
upon the new family being able to 
get passage to Alaska in the face 
of wartime restrictions. 
The cor­ 
poration does not pay transporta­ 
tion. 
Whether the Matanuska project 
ever will return to the government 
its original investment, let-alone in­ 
terest, seems verv doubtfuul to a 
casual investigator. But other fac­ 
tors make the picture less gloomy. 
The experiment has opened up 
ior farming a tremendously rich 
valley, has produced fresh vege­ 
tables and milk in quantity for a 
section of Alaska which neve- had 
them in quantity before. 
It has 
given homes to a 
number 
of in­ 
digent families and started some 
of them toward independence. 
Most important of all. it is pro­ 
ducing vital foods for wartime con­ 
sumption in this isolated territory.

DAVIS CUP RESTS 
IN AUSSIE VAULT 
UNTIL WAR'S END 


Tennis Experts Expect U. 
S. To Recapture Cup 
After War 


'SOM EW HERE IN AUSTRALIA 
—For the second time in a World 
W ar the Davis cup, top award in 
international tennis, rests in an 
A ustralan bank vault, all but for- . 
gotten by defenders and challeng- j 
ers alike. 
Australia won the cup from the | 
United S tates in 1914 and kept it 1 
in storage during the World War 
years of no com petition, from 1915 
to 1918. In 1919 Australia success- ! 
fully defended th e cup against a 
British team , only to lose it to the 
United States in 1920. 
Again in 1939 A ustralia won the I 
cup, for the first tim e in 20 years 
almost a t the hour th at England 
declared war, and just in time to 
kt-( p the Davis cup during the new 
war years. 
H arry Hopman, captain of the 
1939 Davis cup team , and Gerald 
L. Patterson. A ustralian Davis cup 
player of the early 20’s recently 
took a small group of Americans 1 
to view the cup. Included in their j 
party was M ary K. Browne, for- ) 
met- American national tennis and 
golf cham pion, now a Red Cross I 
worker. Miss Browne wore a uni- \ 
form designed by Mrs. Dwight F. 
Davis, head of the volunteer divi­ 
sion of the Am erican Red Cross and 
wife of the Davis cup donor. 
Cup Is Tarnished 
The visitors found the cup to be 
in safe custody in an air-condit­ 
ioned vault. 
Seldom displayed in 
public these days, th e massive sil­ 
ver bowl and its silver tray and 
silver-studded stand have become 
slightly tarnished from disuse. 
Opinion differs as to Australia's 
dhances of retaining the cup after 
the war. 
Hopman expects th e United States 
to recapture the cup when the war 
ends, chiefly because young players 
are still being coached in America. 
His wife, the form er ranking tennis 
player Eleanor M ary Hall, agrees, 
oolnting out th a t virtually all of 
A ustralia’s te st netm en are in the 
arm ed services. 
On the other hand. Sir Norman 
E. Brookes, considered by many the 
greatest tennis player Australia has 
produced says: 
“All the tennis-playing nations 
are involved in this war, and we’ll 
all be In the sam e boat, when it 
comes to the Davis cup. If th e war 
is over w ithin a year, A ustralia 
stands an excellent chance of de­ 
fending t/he cup successfully." 
Australian or A ustralian team s 
have 
won 
the 
Davis cup seven 
times—in 1907, 1908, 1900, 1911, 1014, 
1919 and 1939. 
Two members of the 1939 cup 
team are In the arm y now—John 
Bromwich, a corporal, and Adrian 
Juist, a sergeant. The rem aining 
member—in addition to team cap­ 
tain Hopm an—is Jack Crawford a 
sporting goods salesm an who is still 
a civilian but stll plays exhibition 
tennis at patriotic shows.
